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LAY  INSPECTORS  NOT  TO  BE  ASSIGNED  TO  CLERICAL  WORK. 

Reports  from  the  field  stations  of  the  bureau  where  regular  clerks  are  assigned  to 
office  work  show  that  frequently  lay  inspectors  are  assigned  to  clerical  work  of  the 
station. 

This  practice  is  a  violation  of  the  spirit  of  the  civil-service  regulation^  and  is  no1 
in  accordance  with  present  bureau  policy.  It  is  therefore  directed  that,  excepl  in 
an  emergency  not  to  exceed  15  days  due  to  illness  or  leave  of  the  regular  clerk,  no 
employee  of  another  grade  shall  be  assigned  to  clerical  work  without  previous  permis- 
sion from  the  Washington  office. 


VOUCHER  FOR  SUPPLIES  OR  SERVICES. 

Except  when  written  instructions  to  the  contrary  are  received,  no  voucher  for 
supplies  or  sendees  arranged  for  or  provided  through  the  Washington  office  should  be 
certified  as  payable  under  a  letter  of  authorization .  Invoices  or  statements  covering 
such  supplies  or  services  should  be  referred  to  Washington . 


USE  OF  F.  I.  FORM  11-c  REPORTS. 

Reference  is  made  to  Service  and  Regulatory  Announcement  of  April,  1917,  pages 
40  and  41,  headed  "  Reporting  Finding  of  Animals  Affected  with  Contagious  Diseases, " 
and  to  the  issues  of  February,  1918,  page  11,  and  April,  1920,  page  48,  referring  specifi- 
cally to  the  submission  of  these  reports  in  connection  with  tuberculosis  eradication. 

It  is  now  desired  that  these  instructions  be  interpreted  to  include  the  submission 
of  F.  I.  Form  11-c  reports  by  inspectors  in  charge  of  virus-serum  control  stations. 
These  reports  have  been  of  material  assistance  in  locating  centers  of  infection,  and 
all  inspectors  in  charge  should  endeavor  to  submit  the  desired  information  wherever 
it  is  possible  to  obtain  it. 


RESULTS  OF  PROSECUTIONS  FOR  VIOLATIONS  OF  LAWS.

NEW  PUBLICATIONS  OF  THE  BUREAU.

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SAILORS  SET  AN  EXAMPLE  IN  SAVING. 

The  sailors  on  the  25  vessels  of  the  U.  S.  Navy  now  stationed  at  the  Portsmouth, 
N.  H.,  Navy  Yard,  are  busy  little  savers.  They  have  discovered  that  if  they  put 
their  spare  change  into  War  Savings  Stamps  and  Thrift  Stamps  they  can  cease  to 
worry  about  the  safety  of  their  coin.  If  the  stamps  are  registered  they  are  proof 
against  loss,  fire,  or  destruction.  If  the  gob  is  transferred  suddenly  he  does  not  have 
to  worry  about  transferring  his  accoimt  from  one  bank  to  another,  for  lie  can  either 
buy  or  redeem  his  stamps  at  any  post  office. 

Both  officers  and  men  of  the  Navy  declare  that  the  old  slur,  "He  spends  his  money 
like  a  drunken  sailor,"  has  ceased  to  be  applicable.  Prohibition  has  gone  far  toward 
eliminating  the  drimken  sailor  entirely  from  Uncle  Sam's  Navy,  and  the  Savings 
Campaign  of  the  U.  S.  Treasury  Department  has  aided  to  teach  him  that  it  pays 
better  to  save  and  invest  his  money  in  Government  securities  than  to  squander  it  all 
in  one  riotous  shore  leave. 

Charles  F.  Tucker,  of  the  boat  shop  at  the  Portsmouth  yard,  is  in  charge  of  the  sale 
of  stamps  to  the  men  stationed  there,  by  special  appointment  of  the  commandant  of 
the  yard.  Tucker  has  the  proud  distinction  of  having  sold  more  than  $1,000,000 
worth  of  Thrift  Stamps  without  the  loss  of  a  penny. 
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
